neighborhood in Chicago; he came to the United States from

Germany in 1936 and started his business in 1944; and

WHEREAS, He was trained at the Zeichenakademie in Hanau,

Germany, a prestigious art school; his wife and later his son,

Mark Bacharach, joined him at Leo Bachrach and Son Jewelers;

WHEREAS, He was preceded in death by his parents and his

sister, who died during the Holocaust; and his daughter,

Shirley; and

WHEREAS, Leo Bachrach is survived by his wife, Audrey; his

sons, Mark and Steven; and his four grandchildren; therefore,
